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Summary:

This committee substitute re-creates the Regulatory Trust Fund without modification. The
Regulatory Trust Fund, FLAIR #43-2-573, is administered by the Office of Financial Regulation
of the Financial Services Commission, which is administratively housed in the Department of
Financial Services. This fund was last re-created effective November 4, 2000, by Chapter 99-78,
Laws of Florida.

Present Situation:

Section 215.321, F.S., creates the trust fund and provides that all funds received pursuant to ss.
494.001-494.0077, F.S., Chapters 516, 520, F.S., and various cites in Chapter 559, F.S., are
revenues sources for the fund. Additionally, Chapters 497, 516, and 560.119, F.S., provide
revenue sources for the fund. The sources of revenues are assessments, application and licensing
fees, late payment penalties, civil penalties, administrative fines, and other fees and penalties
related to the regulation of mortgage brokers, cemeteries and funeral services, home installment
sales finance, consumer finance, debt collection agencies and money transmitters. According to
LAS/PBS data, receipts to this fund for FY 2002-2003 were $22 million.
